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Council Fires Gage; 




staff

After more than a year of bitter struggle, the Students' Council has finally 
succeeded in rendering vacant the position of Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily. 



At an emotion-charged meeting in tlic Union 
Ballroom last night, a motion "that the Students' 

Council declare the office of editor of the McGiU 
Daily vacant" was passed by a vote of 12 to 4 
with one abstention. Resignations from the rest 
of the Managing Board and the majority of the 
staff were immediately forthcoming. 

llie motion was passed after Sandy Gage, the 
last occupant of the office, refused Council's 
demand that he resign on the grounds that "1 
firmly believe the story to be true". He was re- 
ferring to a front-page story in the issue of 
.\nvcmbcr 11 entitled "Researcher aids Viet war" 
and dealing with research alleged to aid the 
American war effort in Vict Nam. 

A crushing blow to the Daily was a well- 
timed statement read by Chairman Jim Mc- 
Coubrcy announcing the resignation of Dattv 
Business Manager John SIcinncr. Skinner said 
in the statement that he could support neither 
the Daily's general editorial policy nor the 
printing of the article in question. 

The original motion called for the resignation 
of the Managing Board of the Daily on the 
grounds that several basic allegations in the story 
were false, that the story "violated the CUP 
code of ethics", that the "immoral Innuendoes" 
In the story were the height of "Journalistih 
irresponsibility", and that the article cast "asper- 
sions not only on the McGill Daily and the Stu- 
dents' Council but also on McGill University". 

In a debate whose main features were name- 
• calling, filibustering, procedural wrangling, ac- 
cusations and subsequent smug retractions, 
Council managed to convert itself, in more than 
one member's opinion, into a "kangaroo court". 

A statement made by Aberman was indicative 
of the tone of the attack on the Daily. With 
forefinger pointed at Gage he shouted : "This, 
man wouldn't gel a job on the lowest news- 
paper for writing a story on the basis of that 
evidence." Shortly thereafter he added : "I con- 
sider Mr. Gage utterly Incompetent." 

Later in the meeting, during a speech by 
Gage, Aberman called out "McCarthyite". Gage 
immediately demanded a retraction of the com- 
ment. Aberman replied "What comment ?" Gage 
told him what comment and Aberman retracted. 

The main points in the discussion, which 
lasted some six hours, surrounded the verifica- 
tion of the facts in the article. 

The major point of disagreement was the 
interpretation of the word "designed" in the 
lead of the article, which read "A McGill pro- 
fessor is conducting a research project designed 
to aid the American war effort in Viet Nam". 



The opinion of Dr. D. L. Mordcll, Dean of 
the faculty of Engineering, as relayed by Mur- 
ray Segal (Engineering) and corroborated in 
a signed statement read out by Gage, was that 
the phrase "designed to aid the American war 
effort in Viet Nam" did not apply to the re- 
search project in question. He clarified this by 
referring to the concise Oxford Dictionary's 
definition of "design" as "plan, contrive; purp- 
ose, intend". 

Gage responded that if "designed" were 
interpreted to mean "purpose" and "intend", 
the lead of the story was true. 

The only other points brought up by Council 
against the story were the following : an RCMP 
security check is standard procedure for anyone 
doing government research; signing a statement 
not to divulge the nature of the research is 
also standard procedure, and therefore the 
truth could not be revealed for security reasons. 
Several minor points which the Daily had al- 
ready clarified were also brought up. 

In reply to continual interrogation, Gage said 
that the information for the story was received 
primarily in two ways: from an interview' con- 
ducted by a Doily reporter and from privileged 
sources which he could not divulge. 

Another topic of discussion at the meeting 
was whether Council indeed had the right to 
judge the Daily in this matter. Segal argued 
that Council had to take action because "I was 
told by Dean Mordell that it was . decided at 
the full senate meeting held today that if the 
Council does not make a. decision the Senate 
may take serious action." He went on to say 
that Council must show the administration that 
they can handle their own affairs. 

Certain members disagreed that Council was 
able to handle this particular affair. After the 
original motion was passed the following state- 
ment was issued by Internal Vice-President Ian 
McLean, Peter Smith (Graduate Studies), Ste- 
phen Schecter (Arts and Science), and Morris 
Goldberg (Arts and Science) : "Council has not 
the right to sit a& a Judicial body". 

Constant references were made to the jud- 
icial committee set up recently by Council, 
precisely, as some members said, for matters 
of this kind. An amendment to refer the matter 
to this Judicial committee was defeated. 

One of the outstanding events of the evening 
was a brave attempt at a filibuster by Gold- 
berg, who read from a book on Quantum Mech- 
anics and the CUP Charter. Council then spent 
almost an hour discussing whether or not Gold- 
berg was in fact filibustering the meeting and, 
if hé was, whether or not he could. 




Editorial 

On any campus most people don't core what 
the student government does, and if they start out 
caring they learn pretty soon to forget it. But this 
is one time and one place when the people of this 
institution have to start caring and have to start 
acting. 

In spite of a large and openly hostile crowd 
at last night's Council Meeting, the majority of the 
council members continued to operate in their pre- 
natal oblivion to reality. 

The Daily proved an issue so serious that they 
ignored the judicial committee they themselves had 
set up two weeks ago, and settled upon their own 
measured deliberation. Aberman shouting Mc* 
Corthyite. Aleptan and Segal gooking, gawking 
and drooling their way to the ultimate consumma* 
tion of an Engineer's wish fulfilment — screwing 
the Daily in public. 

We refused to retract our story. We still do. 
We refused to resign. The Council hod to legislate 
us out of office. The story in question that we ran 
last Friday was true. Council presented no concrete 
evidence against it. 

Acting as judge, jury, publisher, prosecuting 
attorney and executioner, in one fell swoop they 
removed the last organized voice of sanity and 
awareness on this campus. 

The people who live and study in the McGill 
community had better take note of the nocturnal 
activities of these whey-faced, red-necked gar- 
goyles. Ego satisfaction comes to them through such 
means as making the Committee to End the War 
in Viet Nam change its name so they don't look 
like a sub-committee of the Council (this groupjiad 
to change all their literatufe^after thftf^^ 
move). Then there was the kid brought before the 
new Uiiion Discipline Committee (that makes two 
kangaroo courts in one year) and reprimanded 
for having his arm around a girl and kissing her. 

How long wilj McCoubrey sit on the fence 
and let Aberman run the . show? How long will 
McLean let Jones intimidate him? How long wijl 
the silent members of Council go on record as 
supporting the actions of three or four pontv, 
wetters? 

The freedom to speak out on this campus hos 
been gagged. More basic liberties will go by the 
boards unless people act now.

On editorial policy 



(Reprinted from THE GEORGIAN 
November 11, 1966) 

It has become popular these days for a 
small but vocal minority to voice its discon- 
tent with student government in general and 
the georglan in particular. Through the 
medoa of the letters to the editor column and 
the soapbox these students have volcéd 
some valid, some questionable and soma 
ridiculous complaints. 

These complaints cover a wide area. 
From various sources we ar© charged with 
giving too much coverage to clubs, ^not 
enough coverage to clubs, giving too much 
and insufficient publicity to internal, events, 
covering too many and too few outside 
events and "appealing to a few cultural 
majors". Others critics feel that the georgian 
is too dull, a closed clique, lacking iii imagin- 
ation, not reflecting student opinion, waste- 
ful, too full of typographical errors, not cri- 
tical enough of council and generally "a 
rag". 

There are peofîle, however, who feel that 
we are doing ournjob. The Straw Poll in the 
fifth issue of the georgian indicated that 
when students were asked If they thought 
that the georgian Was fulfilling its role as a 
student newspaper, 72% responded affirm- 
atively. The newspaper was vindicated 
again when oly 39.4 . percent of students 
polled thought that coverage of Student As- 
sociation events was inadequate. 

j ,;vThej fact that over 5 per cent found 
coverage excessive indicates that we havé 
struck a happy medium. 

The problem remains, however, that we 
ore not pleasing . everyone. Witness the 
verbal barrages by ^certain gentlemen this 
week o nthe 'dung dialogué' podium and 



several motions passed by council to the 
effect that it wanted more co-operdtion and 
liason with the georgian. Criticism of this 
sort is of vital concern to journalists who are 
sincerely interested in turning out the type 
of newspaper he student wants; however, 
do the opinions of the more vociferous 
elements necessarilyl reflect those of the 
entire studeht population ? 

The editorial policy^x^^fâÉew^ian as 
approved by the Council of the Students As- 
sociation has remained constant. In a nut- 
shell vye have tried to inform, stimulate and 
educate the Sir George Williams student as 
a human being. We have tried to present 
material in the form of news, nevvsf(Batures, 
editorials and reviews of interest not to stu- 
dents of a particular race, faculty, or interest 
group but to all students who wish to remain 
informed about issues relating to students 
in general. 

To this end we have presented news^ 
features describing eciUcational and social 
evolutions,- hews of Sir George, Montreal, 
°"^iti'i5|.^°"°'J'°n collegiate world; cover- 
age of cultural events and entertainment 
written from a student's viewpoint and 
samples of student opinion on some of -the 
more topical issues of the day as well as 
subjective comments on current develop- 
ments. 

We have done this because" it was the 
opinion of the editors that what' was being 
r®P''esente^as the type of material which 
*!"«*en^gTO|d obtain from the georgian^ 

^^^Ê'J* ofllSpejltbrs as to 

what should be contained should riot be mis- 
interpreted to mean that we are trying to 
indoctrinate students with the opinions of a 
select group of Georgians. 

/ on the staff of the georgS 

is hbt^restricted to any one group of .indivi- 



duals. There is no clique, but only those stu- 
dents who display: on aptitude in the field 
of journalism or can contribute positively 
to the paper's production ore maintained as 
full staff members. 

Those who are qualified for editorial po- 
sitions have certain obvious and heavy res- 
ponsibilities, not the least of which is to use 
the monies allocated to the paper in the 
best interests of the student. Once these res- 
ponsibilities have been established, certain 
rights are attained, the most important of 
which is that of editorial discretion as to the 
material to be Included in each issue of the 
georgialt. It is useless to debate the merîts 
of a particular item submittea|foV publica- 
tion until all of the technicaifconsiderations

have been taken into account. When 
article is omitted, the reason is that under 
the prevailing circumstances immediate! 
prior to publication, an editor exerciseâllié^r 
her right and mode a decisions ba«e3|on 
thtse technical considerations. 

To deny this right to the editors is to 
participate the paper's downfall. The fact 
that must be considered is that in time, o

OTTAWA (CUP) - The 
seven universl.ies which quit 
the Canadian Union of Stud- 
ents v/ill be billed for serv> 
ices they received up the 
dale of their withdrawals. 

The union's board of direct- 
ors voted unanimously in 
favor of chargbg "the poop- 
era" for these services. 

The seven institutions would 
have added about $12,000 to 
CUS coffers this year, and 
the organization's lawyer said 
he believes CUS could still 
take .legal action to recover 
the entire amount 

The lawyer said he also 
feels - University of Alberta 
students have "a good case" 
for breach of contract action 
against their union, which 
withdrew from CUS last Sept 
10, based on the asslimption 
that U of A students were 
entitled to receive CUS serv- 
ices such as- life insurance 
throughout the current fiscal 
year. 

Said CUS president Doug 
Ward: "Legally they (U of 
A) owe us $7,000. We're lett- 
ing them off with S;i,000. 

The motion reads as fol- 
lows : 

"Members withdrawing 
from the union are responsible 
for their fees until the Con- 
gress at which they present 
their resignations, unless they 
request a suspension of serv- 
ices before that Congress. In 
that case they will be respon- 
sible for fees from Aug. 1, 
1966, until their request is 
received by the President"

mouth shut and your eye's and ears open/' according to Wendy 
Quarry, a returned CliSO volunteer. 



Participating in « pattel dis- 
cussion on the problems of 
understanding and communica- 
tion between various cultures, 
sponsored Jointly by Canadian 
University Service Overseas and 
World University Service of Ca- 
nada, she also cited reading 
books, particularly novels, to 
learn the customs of a particular 
culture. 

But the only- real method she 
said was "with good friends and 
painful experiences"; that is, by 
learning through mistakes. 

She criticized making a "big 
point of living as the people 
do", and: , 'recommended using, 
personal intuition In. "skirting the 
middle road". She warned against 
"hiding behbid being a Cana- 
dian", . because "being a Cana- 
dian won't help you in dealing 
with other customs." ' 

Brian Slattery, a CUSO vol- 
unteer who worked in Tanzania, 
warned against "temptation for 
worken to pick up . the^ prejudi- 
ces of the. people th^rèfûvîn^ 
among, in order to feel 'in' with 
the people." 

He also cited a tendency for 
co-workers to compare exper- 
iences and derive completely 
false generalizations from them. 

Patrick Twumasi, a Ghanaian 
studying at McGill, said he ex- 
perienced "a distinct clash of 
cultures" when arriving in Mont- 
real, finding it "difficult to know 
wherjB you stand." All the panel 
members admitted experiencing 
this "culture shock" when thrown 
into a new environment 



Both the African and Canadian 
members of the janel mentioned 
the "distinct image of Western- 
ers that African nations have" 
because of their colonial history. 
The CUSO volunteers found they 
had to overcome this preconceiv- 
ed image. 

. The panel noted that overseas 
volunteers form a "distinct sub- 
culture" hi Africa, rather than 
separate groups distinguishable 
along national lines.

OTTAWA (CUP) - The Canadian Union of Students ho* 
skirted the forbidden, waters of political Involvement In Inter* 
national affairs. 



The .erganization's board of 
directors — boundib^J^|his^^a^'s; 
decisions by CUS*nwinber8'*^^to' 
withdraw from the decision mak- 
ing in international student af- 
fairs — voted no to send a de- 
legate to next February's Inter- 
national Student Conference su- 
pervisory committee meeting. 

The motion , was approved 
Sunday after a considerable 
amount of discussion extending 
over two days.' 

The debate brought charges 
that eus is "contradicting" itself 
by trying to retain an associate 
status in international organiz- 
ations while at the same time 
refusing to allow associate or 
non-involved status withift its 
own ranlcs. 

eus directors decided to stay 
away from thè supervisory com- 
mittee meeting and see liow the 
US — dominated ISC reacts tn ' 
their policy of non-invoUcmont, 
instead of abandoning their com- 
mittee seat. 

By following this . course, the 
board bound itself to the thirt- 
ieth eus Congress decision, 



which permits it to bold- only 
(associate . itatusj^ln the , ISC ^ and 
' Soviet —Idomfaiatefl International 

Union of Students. 

CUS President Doug Ward 
supported a withdrawal from 
the ISC's policy committee (Sup- 
com), admitting he personally 
has "little competence" to discuss 
resolutions being debated in the 
US — baclced organization. He 
called this "a fact of life which 
we must face." 

The irony of the situation is 
obvious, eus has committed it- 
self to a policy of political in- 
volvement, aAd has lost seven 
of its members over the basic 
Issue of activism so far. this fall. 

eus has refused to allow the 
seven dropouts to take out as- 
sociate inemfaership in CUS, or 
to lake part in CUS programs 
or services on a piecemeal basis. 

Now the organization finds 
itself in the awkward position of 
iiolding an important and treas- 
ured seul on the ISC's main 
policy-making ;,^coinmittee, and 
espousing 'a poll^^â|non-Involv- 
ornent! •

As the locked offices of the Daily opened once again 
yesterday, on interim staff member stood stationed at the 
front door asking for the identity of all v/ho sought to enter. 



Some were allowed through, 
some weren't. A question 
about the authority behind 
this procedure went unanswer- 
ed. 

An ASUS Free Press re- 
porter in the office was asked 
to leave. The reporter replied 
that he needed a few minutes 
to finish getting his story. The 
request was repeated several 
times, and then the reporter 
was forcibly ejected from the 
office. 

Other incidents occurred 
during the day. A former 
Daily photographer was de- 
nied entry to the dark room, 
where he had left some of his 
equipment. Another former 
Dat'Iyite tried to get her copy 
of an article written for The 
Review, and was hustled out 
of the office. The same Free 
Press reporter, on entering 
the office again, was asked for 



his student card. He was told 
that only certain people wore 
allowed into the Daily offices 
on the authority of the build- 
ing manager. 

Building manager John F. 
Jones later stated that he had 
"said no such thing." He add- 
ed, "I haven't given any in- 
structions, nor do I intend to." 

Interim editor Mark Feifer 
apologized for the incidents. 
He said his job was very dif- 
ficult, since he didn't have 
that much experience. He apo- 
logized for his short temper, 
but said he felt some people 
were deliberately trying to 
make his task harder. 

Meanwhile, inside the type- 
writers were clattering, and 
although as yet no managing 
board had been appointed, 
the reporter had been assured 
that the interim AfcGill Daily 
"will come out Wednesday, 
and every day from then on." 



New group outlines aims 

A new organization has appeared, on campus, known as the Students for a Democratic 
University. 



The formation of SOU w a o 
prompted by the controversy fol- 
lowing: the Students' Council Ae- 
ci.sion to fire Sandy Gn^c, said 
a spokesman for the group, but 
the organization is concerned 
with "the broader issues of stud- 
ent life." 

The first organizational meet- 
ing of SOU will be held tonight 
at 7 pm in the North Lounge 
of the Union, and all interested 
students and faculty members are 
invited to attend. 

"There arc strong indications 
that people wont to see a long 
term organization going beyond 
the simple issues of the Daily 
and the present student adminis- 
tration," said Victor Itabinovitch, 
one of the founders of SDU. ■ 

Ho stressed the ad hoc nature 
of SDU's present actions, expres- 
sing hope that the organization 
would become a "broadly-based 



voice on all issues of student 
concern." 

Other issues of concern were 
mentioned. For instonce: "Noth- 
ing has come of Council's in- 
tention to hold a referendum on 
Novemlier 30; McGill has, in 
effect, withdrawn from CUS by 
withholding fees; Council has re- 
cently been controlling activities 
in the Union. 

"The events of the past few 
weeks are merely symptoms of 
the lack of understanding of de- 
mocracy on this campus," said 
Rabinovitch. 



"McCoubrey may have put thé 
student back in student govern- 
ment," he had, "but sure took 
out the democracy." 

Speaking on the Daily contro- 
versy, Rabinovitch supported the 
idea of a CUP investigation prov-j^. 
iding that the key third memblerl"' 
of the Tribunal is acceptable!^ 
both parties. 

The long-term aims of the or- 
ganization include ^ réévaluation 
of the roles of studehtsT faculty 
and administration in the uni- 
versity, and the formation of a 
viable educational philosophy.

Doug Ward, President of the 
Canadian Union of Students, 
"found i( hard to believe" that 
the Students' Council had fired 
Gage without first calling a Ca- 
nadian PreMjynvmtigation into 
the allegedfwEwijm journalistic 
responsibility on the part of Gage 
and his Managing Board. 

General consensus among most 
rtteMents attending, other Mont- 
sr^Vlî^ùniversities ' and colleges 
seemed to be that the action was 
totally unjustified.

Will Demotracy survive? 
WIe must uet now 



Monday night's meeting 
marks a new low in the prestige 
and dignity of our Students' 
Council. Attempting to resolve 
the Daily issue to everyone's sa- 
tisfaction, they merely resolved 
the question of their, own inep- 
titude, in the affirmative. Tlie 
events, described elsewhere in 
this issue, are too painful to re- 
peat. The lesson is clear. 

The spectacle of Monday 
Night is similar to that of a 
group of children caught steal- 
ing cookies, who while repent- 
ing their sins peevishly eat the 
cookies. The force and power of 
this Council is spent. The repre- 
sentatives will soon go the way 
of all representatives. The exe- 
cutive is divided and its image 
tarnished. The Campus, at long 
last awakened to the facts, must 
act before it again retires. 

The facts are simple. Give a 
group of people, no matter how 
good and democratic their in- 
tentions, absolute power, and 
they will abuse it. This is what 
happened this year. We elected 
a group of people to i Council,, 
agreed on fundamentally every- 
thing, who as a team combined 
the good appearance, oratorical 
ability, political finesse, and elo- 



quence necessary to impress the 
females of both sexes on Coun- 
cil. Their opposition was less 
able, less united, less imposing 
and less trusted. The outcome 
was clear, whatever the clique 
decided was passed, whatever 
it opposed, was defeated. 

And the powers of Council are 
fantastic. It is impossible to con- 
ceive a group holding greater 
power within the law. Respon- 
sible legally to no one but itself, 
the powers of a united Council 
are absolute. And when a group 
of people are convinced, that 
they, in fact/are the trustees of 
the will of the students, it is a 
simple logical step that whoever 
opposes them opposes the stu- 
dents of McGill. Thus they, self- 
righteously act to remove their 
opposition wherever it may lie. 

We have not been deceived, 
we have not been conspired 
against. The intentions of a 1 1 
have been honorable. We have 
no reason to believe otherwise. 
Yet good intenfjons are not 
enough. This situation must not 
arise again. W e must protect 
those institutions ,'whteh^^p^^ 
our freedoms while we can. We 
must act to preserve our own 
dignity and self respect. Those 




who would attack certain peo- 
ple are mistaken. Constitutional 
amendment must take place, so 
that we are spared such a situa- 
tion in the future.

BASIS FOR GRANTS 

Tlic provincial university grants are 
made up of two elements — money gi- 
ven to Quebec by the federal govern- 
ment, and money added by the province. 

The grants are specifically designated 
to cover the universities' operating costs, 
e.g. salaries and maintenance of the 
physical plant. In the past, the schools 
made representations to the Department 
of Education as to their needs and ul- 
timately the Minister of Finance made 
■ the final decision. To help facilitate 
the government's decision-making proc- 
ess, a twelve-man ad hoc Committee for 
the Study of University Budgets was es- 
jiablished. The body comprised dele-
